A BETTER FRO'tt QARZA. 


H e Writes to the President ot the United 


States to Bet Himself Bight. 


SAX ANTONIO, Tex., Feb. 9,—A sen- 


sation was created among the Mexican 
population and in military circles here 
yesterday by tlie publication of a let- 
ter addressed to Hon. 1J. Harrison, 
president of the United States, from 
Catarina E. Garza, the revolutionary 
leader in El Chinaco, the leading Span- 
ish newspaperof this city. The letter 
is dated La Sierrieta, state of Tainan- 
lipas, Mexico, January 81, 1S92. 
In 


his preliminary remarks to the editor, 
Garza states that he has forwarded 
President Harrison the letter but that 
he fears that the latter will not make 
it public, and as he desires to have his 
position and action toward the United 
States clearly understood he decided to 
send a copy of the letter to El Chinaco 
for publication. The letter is for tlie 
most part an attack on the Mexican. 
government and particularly President 
Dtaz. Ha offers strong* objections to 
being1 charged with having violated the 
neutrality laws of tlie United States, 
and defends his position as follows: 


'Being aiesident of Texas when I 


decided to raise the banner of insurrec- 
tion in my beloved country, Mexico, it 
was but natural, logical and inevitable 
that I should travel, be it alone or ac- 
companied, through your territory in 
order to reach Mexico. That such ac- 
tion lias absolutely nothing* to do ivith 
the so-called neutrnlity law* is goner- 
ally conceded by public, international 
and political right"

Curious Tohib of a Kentuckhui. 


Several weeks ago Mr. James Golden, 


a well known lumber dealer of Hick- 
man, Ky,, died thcro and was buried 
with, ft strict conformity with ths proj 
visions of a remarkable will. He had 
while in health a strong fear of being 
buried alive, fostered probably by read- 
ing accounts of tho few cases of thid 
kind that are known to have occurred, 
and ho determined to tako no chances in 
that line that could possibly be avoided. 
Ho caused a tomb to bo erected, and in 
that tomb had fin opening loft on tho 
cast side largo enough for a man to pass 
through. This was covered with gbiss. 


In his will ho stipulated that a strong 


hammer should be placed iu tho casket 
with him, and that tho lid of tho coffin 
should not be screwed down, BO that if 
by chanco ho should bo consigned to tho 
tomb beforo his life \va3 extinct ho 
might, if ho gained power to move, push 
off the hd and with the hammer break 
out the glass in the opening loft for the 
purpose and thus escape a lingering, 
horrible death. His instructions wero 
faithfully obeyed. Friends took it upon 
themselves to watch the tomb and bo' 
near in caso the gentleman's fears should 
prove well founded and render him as- 
sistance. But death came with an un- 
erring shot, and he still slumbers peace- 
fully in his casket.—Columbus (Ky.)

NEW ETCHING PROCESS. 


Bcsrravlng by the Aid of tha Elec- 


tric Current. 


Advices from Germany report the dis- 


covery of an important method of en- 
graving. The process consists in trans- 
ferring to a zinc plate by the usual 
methods of photography or by hand, tha 
design to be etched, and after backing 
the plate with a coating of asphaltum, 
suspended in a bath of weak acid. A 
current from a dynamo is caused to be 
passed through the plate, one of the wires 
being connected with tbe plates and the 
other being suspended in tbe acidulated 
water. A few minutes is sufficient to 
cause the design to be eatoo into the 
plate, the depth of which can-be easily
